Under Many F iiik«» 
Possibly no possession has changed 
nationality so frequ ently as the island 
of Santa Cru z, in the Danish W est In­ 
dies. Originally the land belonged to 
Spain, and it was taken from Spain to 
be u nder the joint ru le of England and 
Holland. After awhile the flag of Hol­ 
land was taken down, and the English 
flag alone floated, only to give way to 
Spain again.
